Brierfield  is  supplied  v/ith  a constant  supply  of  water 
frora  the  mains  of  Nelson  Corporation,  and  there  were 
no  new  sources  of  supply  during  the  year.  The  water  is  of 
good  quality  and  in  good  supply,  apart  from  a few  houses 
in  Marsden  Heights  area  where  the  supply  was  intermittent. 
All  houses  in  the  District  are  supplied  direct  fiDin 
public  mains  and  there  has  been  no  evidence  of  any  form 
of  contamination.  No  examinations  are  made  by  us,  as 
routine  exaniiiations  are  made  l:>y’Ncl.son  Corporation, 

Water  Department* 

No  extensions  to  sewers  or  sewage  works  were  made  during 
the  year,  and  the  existing  services  and  arrangements 
have  been  efficiently  maintained. 

There  are  approximately  17  pail  closets  in  the  District 
at  isolated  cottages  in  Marsden  Heights. 


SCAVENGING  This  was  citrried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  worlunen, 
v/ith  a two -ton  "Harrier"  tipping  waggon.  Domestic 
refuse  is  collected  weekly  free  of  charge  from  private 
houses,  shops  and  mills,  and  disposed  of  at  the  C-^uncil’s 
Destructor  Works.

Periodical  inspections  of  places  where  food  is 
prepared  have  been  made,  and  the  premises  generally 
have  been  found  in  good  order.  Periodically, 
bacteriological  examinations  of  samples  of  milk  are 
made  by  the  County  Council.

also  gave  reinferoing  injecnlons  to  children  v/ho 
have  previously  been  immnLnisedc  4 or  more  years  ago*
